Gen. Brooke Loyal to the Presi- 
dent’s Policy. 


ASKS FOR FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS. 


May Ignore the Leaders and Deal Di- 
rectly with Insurgent Soldiers 
in Disbursing the Money 
in His Care.. 


Washington, May 20.—“It is the 
sheerest nonsense,” said Secretary Al- 
ger, in commenting upon the published 
story that the president or himself had 
countermanded any order made by 
Gen. Brooke relative to the disarma- 
ment of the Cuban troops. 

The state of the case, in brief, is as 
follows: The president canvassed very 
thoroughly with Secretary Alger and 
Gen. Brooke the best method of se- 
curing the disbandment of the Cuban 
troops and their reentry into industrial 
life. It was decided that a necessary 
step towards this end was the surren- 
der of the arms held by the Cuban'sol- 
diers. It was apprehended that, re- 
taining their arms, some if not a large 
portion, inclined by their past preda- 
tory existence, would lapse into brig- 
andage. 

So the president himself ordered Gen. 
Brooke to cause the arms of the Cuban 
soldiers to be delivered up to repre- 
sentatives of the United States army. 
With these instructions Gen. Brooke 
has been patiently striving to carry out 
the president’s plan. He has arrived at 
that point where the Cuban leaders, as 
a matter of sentiment, they say, make 
it a condition of disarmament that the 
arms shall be placed in the custody of 
the mayors of the Cuban towns. Real- 
izing that to assent to such conditions 
wW E be contrary to the president’s in- 
structions, Gen. Brooke has _ tele- 
graphed * to Secretary Alger the facts 
in the case and asked for a decision. 
The secretary in turn has communicat- 
ed with the president and asked for 
instructions, for he feels that he is not 
authorized to amend or revoke an order 
originally emanating directly from the 
president. That is the state of the case 
at present. The president has not yet 
notified the war department of his in- 
tentions. 

Tt is said at the war department that 
should the Cuban leaders refuse to ac- 
cept Gen. Brooke’s proffer, whether it 
is conditioned upon the surrender of 
arms to United States army officers or 
to Cuban mayors, that will terminate 
the efforts of the governor general to 
come to a satisfactory arrangement 
with these leaders. For, thereupon, 
Gen. Brooke will proceed to address 
himself directly to the Cuban private 
soldiers. He will have his agents— 
United States army officers.—pary off 
every bona fide Cuban soldier who is 
willing to comply with the conditions 
laid down by him, and this will be done 


- without further reference to any of the 


malcontent leaders who kave so long 
retarded a settlement. 
Goes to See President. 

Hot Springs, Va., May 20. — Adjt. 
Gen. Corbin arrived here bearing some 
documents upon which he desires the 
president’s action. It is understood 
that they refer to the situation in Cuba, 
regarding the plan for the payment 
and disarmament of the Cuban troops. 


A question has been submitted by Gen. 


Brooke as to whether or not the arms 
should be turned over to the mayors 
of towns or to United States officers. 
Gen. Corbin was with the president only 
for a few minutes before the presiden- 
tial party started off for a drive. Gen. 
Corbin probably will return to Wash- 
inton on the special which leaves here 
at 10:30 o’clock at night. 
Not Aware of Dissatisfaction. 

Havana, May 20.—Havana is in a fer-

fe cia Insist on Strict Ob- 
servance of American Sabbath. 


Assembly at Minneapolis Hears Re- 
port of Its Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions — Over $800,000 Raised 
Last Year for the Work. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 20.—Sunday 
Gbservance was the question which took 
the major part of the Presbyterian 
assembly’s time Friday. , Most of the 
long afternoon session was devoted to 
an earnest and often excited discussion 
of the report of the special committee 
on Sabbath observance. In the end 
the committee’s eight resolutions were 


adopted, with slight amendments and 


two more were added. An attempt to 
get the phrase “Christian Sabbath” sub- 
stituted for the “American Sabbath” in 
the resolutions was defeated. Sum- 
marized the resolutions are as follows: 


They deprecate the secularizing of the 
Sabbath, urge members and young people 


of the church to realize the importance of. 


Sabbath observance; legislatures and con- 
gress are urged to protect the American 
Sabbath; the American Sabbath union and 
the Woman’s National Sabbath alliance 
are commended; .every pastor is recom- 
mended to preach on Sabbath observance 
on some Sabbath of next October and take 
a collection for the Sabbath union; the 
board of publication is requested to pre- 
pare and Sabbath school superintendents 
to use a specific Sabbath observance 
leaflet; sympathy is expressed with 3,000,- 
000 of Americans, who, because of Sabbath 
desecration, are compelled to do secular 
work on Sabbath; President McKinley’s 
attention is respectfully called to the fact 
that employes of the post offiee and many 
other departments of the government are 
compelled to work on Sunday. 

In the discussion the Sunday street 
ear, the Sunday train and railroad ex- 
eursion, the Sunday newspaper, the 
Sunday working Presbyterian, and 
every form of activity which is not in 
harmony with the literal meaning of 
the fourth Commandment were con- 
demned. In the debate on the Sabbath 
resolutions, almost every speaker gave 
evidence of being imbued with the feel- 
ing expressed in the words of the com- 
mittee, “the American Christian Sab- 
bath is in imminent peril; in fact, in 
many of our large cities and in other 
parts of our land, it is already nearly 
lost. This means that American liberty 
and American institutions are in peril, 
for of these the American Sabbath has 
been both the foundation and the pro- 
tection.” 

Those who desired a sensation had to 
get ‘along with this talk, and the indig- 
nant comments that were made when 
another special committee. reported 


that it had not been able to keep con- 


gress and the president from granting 
the Roman Catholics permission to 
erect a chapel on the West Point mili- 
tary academy reservation. 
New Mission Fields. 
The board of foreign missions in 
their report said: 


“The transfer of the Philippine islands to 
the United States opened a new field for 
Christian missions. The board had pre- 
pared for this event by a conference with 
other missionary agencies, that there 
might be no wasteful competition in the 
new fields, and by offering to receive any 
contributions which might be made for a 
mission. Nearly $10,000 has been received 
for this purpose, and two missionaries sent 
to Manila. Other missionaries will soon be 
sent. The special funds so generously pro- 
vided have enabled the board to take up this 
work without interfering with the support 
of the older missions. 

“The day of missions is dawning, 
waning. 

“The general ferment in China led to 
such an openness to the Gospel as has 
never been known there, and the baptisms 
in our missions were 1,418, as compared 
with 938 the previous year. The vastest 
empire of the earth is shaking and moving 
at last. In Corea, the results of. missions 
have been even more manifest. The mem- 
bers received number 1,153, and more than 
3,000 catechumens have been enrolled. In 
the Pyeng Yang field alone the people have 
built during the year 44 churches. Yet this 
mission was not established until 1885, and 
five years ago the total church member- 
ship was 141; to-day it is 2,079. In Corea, as 
in China, Christianity is exerting a mighty 
influence on social life and political insti- 
tutions as well, which has already issued in 
a royal proclamation of religious liberty-

He has arrived at 
that point where the Cuban leaders, as 
a matter of sentiment, they say, make 
it a condition of disarmament that the 
arms shall be placed in the custody of 
the mayors of the Cuban towns. Real- 
izing that to assent to such conditions 
would be contrary to the president’s in- 
structions, Gen. Brooke has tele- 
eraphed‘to Secretary Alger the facts 
in the case and asked for a decision. 
The secretary in turn has communicat- 
ed with the president and asked for 
instructions, for he feels that he is not 
authorized to amend or revoke an order 
originally emanating directly from the 
president. That is the state of the case 
at present. The president has not yet 
notified the war department of his in- 
tentions. 

It is said at the war department that 
should the Cuban leaders refuse to ac- 
cept Gen. Brooke’s proffer, whether it 
is conditioned upon the surrender of 
arms to United States army officers or 
to Cuban mayors, that will terminate 
the efforts of the governor general to 
come to a_ satisfactory arrangement 
with these leaders. For, thereupon, 
Gen. Brooke will proceed to address 
himself directly to the Cuban private 
soldiers. He will have his agents— 
United States army officers-—pay off 
every bona fide Cuban soldier who is 
willing to comply with the conditions 
laid down by him, and this will be done 


. without further reference to any of the 


malcontent leaders who kave so long 
retarded a settlement. 
Goes to See President, 

Hot Springs, Va., May 20. — Adjt. 
Gen. Corbin arrived here bearing some 
documents upon which he desires the 
president’s action. It is understood 
that they refer to the situation in Cuba, 
regarding the plan for the payment 
and disarmament of the Cuban troops. 
A question has been submitted by Gen. 
Brooke as to whether or not the arms 
should be turned over to the mayors 
of towns or to United States officers. 
Gen. Corbin was with the president only 
for a few minutes before the presiden- 
tial party started off for a drive. Gen. 
Corbin probably will return to Wash- 
inton on the special which leaves here 
at 10:30 o’clock at night. 

Not Aware of Dissatisfaction. 

Havana, May 20.—Havana is in a fer- 
ment again over the idea that the Wash- 
ington administration has determined 
to take the arms of the Cuban troops 
and to retain them in military posses- 
‘sion. This view of the latest news from 
Washington has been telegraphed to 
the various cities. i 

Governor-General Brooke is thus far 
unaware, save through the press tele- 
grams, of any dissatisfaction on the 
part of Gen. Alger, secretary of war, 
with his (Gen. Brooke’s) plan to have 
the arms déposited in the care of the 
mayors of the municipalities, nor has 
he received any other inkling of'the sec- 
retary’s purpose to lay the niatter be- 
fore President McKinley. Consequent- 
ly, unless instructions to the contrary 
are received from the Washington ad- 
ministration, the governor-general’s or- 
der respecting the distribution of the 
$3,000,000, as modified, will be issued to- 
day. The secretary of war has been in- 
formed as to the substance of this order 
in the usual course of business. 


Helps the Bunting Trade. 

New York, May 20.—The home-com- 
ing of Admiral Dewey has caused a 
boom in the dry goods trade. The de- 
mand for ordinary cloth and prints for 
conversion into bunting has nearly ex- 
hausted the supply, and buyers have 
found it necessary to take higher 
grades of material, including what is 
known as 64 squares. In the trade it 
is estimated that at least 500,000 pieces, 
of 25,000,000 yards, of bunting will be 
used to welcome the hero of Manila 
bay.

Hot Springs, Va., May 20.—The spe- 
cial train bearing the president and 
Mrs. McKinley and their party left here 
at 10:30 o’clock Friday night en route 
for Washington. At Staunton, Va., the 
Chesapeake & Ohio road will be left and 
a trip through the Shenandoah valley 
made over the Baltimore & Ohio, pass- 
ing Harrisonburg, Cedar Creek, Win- 
chester and Harper’s Ferry. Washing- 
ton will be reached early this evening. 
The visit here has lasted 11 days, dur- 
ing which time the president has been 
greatly benefited in-health. He leaves 
at this time in order to fulfill engage- 
ments in Washington next week in con- 
nection with the peace jubilee. 

A reply was received to President Mc- 
Kinley’s message to the czar of Russia 
congratulating him upon the opening 
of the peace conference at The Hague. 
The acknowledgment from Nicholas 
was as follows: “Deeply thankful for 
your good wishes and congratulations.”

MAY BE ABOLISHED. 


Czar Orders a Commission to Consid- 
er Question of Doing Away with 
Transportation to Siberia. — 


St. Petersburg, May 20.—The czar 
presided at a meeting of the council 
ealled to discuss the question of abol- 
ishing transportation to Siberia, on 
the ground that it had become preju- 
dicial to the interests of the country 
and was a serious obstacle to the prog- 
ress of Siberia. As an outcome of the 
deliberations the czar ordered a com- 
mission, to be presided over by the 
minister of justice, Privy Councillor N. 
V. Muravieff, to meet for the purpose 
of considering the question of substi- 
tuting another penalty for transporta- 
tion to the Siberian mines. 


Killed by the Cars, 

Highland Falls, N. Y., May 20.—A 
man presumably on his way to New 
York on foot was killed by a West Shore 
train at Fort Montgomery at nine 
o’clock Friday morning. The body was 
hurled into the air and one of the vic- 
tim’s legs became entangled in the tele- 
graph wires. the body swinging there 
until removed by the coroner. On the 
body was found a certificate of dis- 
charge written July 5, upon which ap- 
pears the name of Ferdinand Freimuth, 
private company B, United States in- 
fantry, at Fort Gaston, Col. 


Pana Trouble Settled 

Pana, Ill., May 20.—As a result of the 
meeting of the coal mine operators, the 
state board of arbitration and United 
Mine Workers’ officials, an agreement 
was formed late Friday afternoon 
which will settle the long drawn-out 
struggle between union minérs and op- 
erators. A complete settlement, by 
agreement, which was signed by all 
members of both factions, gives the 
union organization recognition, and de- 
cides that allnegroesshallleave the city, 
and only union men be employed,

fhe committee s eight resolutions were 
adopted, with slight amendments and 
two more were added. An attempt to 
get the phrase “Christian Sabbath” sub- 
stituted for the “American Sabbath” in 
the resolutions was defeated. Sum- 
marized the resolutions are as follows: 

They deprecate the secularizing of the 
Sabbath, urge members and young people 
of the church to realize the importance. of. 
Sabbath observance; legislatures and con- 
gress are urged to protect the American 
Sabbath; the American Sabbath union and 
the Woman’s National Sabbath alliance 
are commended; .every pastor is recom- 
mended to preach on Sabbath observance 
on some Sabbath of next October and take 
a collection for the Sabbath union; the 
board of publication is requested to pre- 
pare and Sabbath school superintendents 
to use a specific Sabbath observance 
leaflet; sympathy is expressed with 3,000,- 
000 of Americans, who, because of Sabbath 
desecration, are compelled to do secular 
work on Sabbath; President McKinley’s 
attention is respectfully called to the fact 
that employes of the post ofice and many 
other departments of the government are 
compelled to work on Sunday. 


In the discussion the Sunday street 
car, the Sunday train and railroad ex- 
cursion, the Sunday newspaper, the 
Sunday working Presbyterian, and 
every form of activity which is not in 
harmony with the literal meaning of 
the fourth Commandment were con- 
demned. In the debate on the Sabbath 
resolutions, almost every speaker gave 
evidence of being imbued with the feel- 
ing expressed in the words of the com- 
mittee, “the American Christian Sab- 
bath is in imminent peril; in fact, in 
many of our large cities and in other 
parts of our land, it is already nearly 
lost. This means that American liberty 
and American institutions are in peril, 
for of these the American Sabbath has 
been both the foundation and the pro- 
tection.” , 

Those who desired a sensation had to 
get ‘along with this talk, and the indig- 
nant comments that were made when 
another special committee reported 
that it had not been able to keep con- 
gress and the president from granting 
the Roman Catholics permission to 
erect a chapel on the West Point mili- 
tary academy reservation. 

New Mission Fields. 

The board of foreign missions in 
their report said: ae 

“The transfer of the Philippine islands to 


the United States opened a new field for | 


Christian missions. The board had pre- 
pared for this event by a conference with 
other missionary agencies, that there 
might be no wasteful competition in the 
new fields, and by offering to receive any 
contributions which might be made for a 
mission. Nearly $10,000 has been received 
for this purpose, and two missionaries sent 
to Manila. Other missionaries will soon be 
sent. The special funds so generously pro- 
vided have enabled the board to take up this 
work without interfering with the support 
of the older missions. 

“The day of missions is dawning, 
waning. 

“The general ferment in China led to 
such an openness to the Gospel as has 
never been known there, and the baptisms 
in our missions were 1,418, as compared 
with 938 the previous year. The vastest 
empire of the earth is shaking and moving 
at last. In Corea, the results of. missions 
have been even more manifest. The mem- 
bers received number 1,153, and more than 
3,000 catechumens have been enrolled. In 
the Pyeng Yang field alone the people have 
built during the year 44 churches. Yet this 
mission was not established until 1885, and 
five years ago the total church member- 
ship was 141; to-day it is 2,079. In Corea, as 
in China, Christianity is exerting a mighty 
influence on social life and political insti- 
tutions as well, which has already issued in 
a royal proclamation of religious liberty-

Strikers at Buffalo Take Action

Buffalo, N. Y., May 20.—The grain 
shovelers Friday night adopted resolu- 
tions repudiating all agreements made 
with the Lake Carriers’ association and 
demanding the unequivocal abrogation 
of the contract with Mr. Conners. The 
striking freight handlers at their meet- 
ing voted to ignore the advice of Bishop 
Quigley, in which he urged them to re- 
turn to work under the terms, granted 
by the associated lake lines. The ac- 
tion taken at these two meetings, it is 
thought, will end for some time to come 
the negotiations which have been in 
progress for over two weeks to bring 
about a settlement of the dock trou- 
bles. The grain shovelers will refuse 
to make any further proposition to 
either the lake carriers or to the con- 
tractor, and as the lake carriers some 
days ago decided to withdraw from the 
conflict the indications are that the 
strike will be permitted to wear itself 
out.

Census tables show that our cities 
increase in population much faster 
than the country districts; indeed,thou- 
sands of rural townships show an acs 
tual decline. Not the immigrants from 
Europe alone, but the young people of 
our farms and villages feel the charm 
and seek the excitement of the great 
town; and always there is the dream 
of golden? opportunities, such as only 
a few can ever realize. 

By coming to the city many aspiring 
young men and women do really im- 
prove their circumstances and avail 
themselves of richer means of culture. 
Those of pocr moral outfit and coarse

To the country bred lad who has the 
gpirit and courage to try his fortunes 
in the city, there is one safe piece of 
counsel: Do your best, but do not ex- 
pect too much. Do not allow yourself 
to be unhappy or disappointed if life 
should yield you nothing more than a 
fair chance to reach its end without 
damage and with a record of fidelity 
to every trust.

THEY WERE SOMEWHAT DELAYED IN 


COMING. 


Fifty-four fathers and mothers and 
more than fifty times as many individ- 
uals who boast merely the title of 
friends are rejoicing at the termina- 
tion of ‘the many lon'g-days of waiting, 
which have elapsed since the departure 
of Co. G, one year ago.

tures of the returning warrior. Bring- 
ing up the rear were the ex-Light 
Guards, headed by the four 59ers in a 
carriage, and so the procession wound 
its way to the Michigan Central depot, 
there faced about and marched by way 
of Cross, Huron and Congress sts., to 
the speakers stand at the corner of Con- 
gress and Adamis sis.

Thé company 
was in constant communication with 
the citizens’ committee, and not-a stone 
was left unturned whose moving would 
facilitate the homie-coming. The boys 
were given a share in the welcome ex- 
tended by Ann Arbor to her own com- 
pany, but not a minute would they halt 
in their journey.
